2 of Schwendeman describe an example lobe as illuminating the entire Baltimore-Washington region. If one adopts the suggestion at lines 
40-43 of column 2 of Schwendeman, the result would at best be separate satellites instead of separate lobes, so one would have a 
separate satellite illuminate a region such as the entire Baltimore-Washington region. The examiner responds that Schwendeman teaches 
in an alternate embodiment, geographic areas of the Earth may be covered by a satellite having multiple antennas for covering various 
geographic areas. It is not neccesary each lobe or satellite covers a region such as Baltimore-Washington region. 
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
